DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  during  the  year  1947  was  232  ; 
115  males  and  117  females.  This  gives  a  Death  Eate  of  1P2. 
118  Deaths  of  Litherland  residents  occurred  outside  the  district. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

During  the  year  33  children  died  who,  at  the  time  of  their 
death,  had  not  reached  the  age  of  one  year. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATHS. 

During  the  year,  there  were  2  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough, 
no  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  two  deaths  from  Measles,  and  no 
deaths  from  Cerebro- Spinal  Fever.  This  gives  a  Zymotic  Death 
Rate  of  0.53. 

There  were  seven  deaths  from  Diarrhseal  Diseases  under  the 
age  of  two  years.

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2. — General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

Hospitals. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  in  the  district,  but  the  Council  have 
agreements  with  the  County  Borough  of  Bootle  for  infectious 
disease. 

Smallpox. 

Cases  are  removed  under  the  above  agreement  to  Liverpool, 
a  retaining  fee  of  £2  per  1,000  of  population  being  paid. 

The  Other  Infectious  Diseases  are  removed  to  the  City  of 
Liverpool  and  West  Lancs.  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals,  no 
retaining  fee  being  paid.  The  patients  are  not  required  to 
contribute  towards  the  cost  of  treatment,  and  the  accommodation 
is  not  limited. 

No  action  has  been  taken  or  advised  with  the  object  of 
securing  that  the  Hospital  accommodation  is  utilised  to  the  best 
extent,  or  to  shorten  the  period  of  stay  of  uncomplicated  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  Cases  have  been  treated  at  home  where  there 
have  been  facilities  for  isolation  and  suitable  nursing. 

No  new  methods  have  been  adopted  for  the  selection  of 
individual  cases  for  which  admission  to  Hospitals  is  most  impera¬ 
tive,  nor  any  new  decision  as  to  the  admission  of  cases  of  diseases 
such  as  Measles  or  Whooping  Cough. 

No  arrangements  are  in  force  for  hospitalisation  of  minor 
infectious  disease,  such  as  Measles.  While  the  need  for  hospital 
treatment  arises  but  rarely  in  these  cases,  it  is  occasionally 
imperative,  and  when  this  occurs  difficulty  is  found  in  obtaining 
admission  of  the  patient  to  hosptial. 

Tuberculosis. 

This  work  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 
the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  being  situated  at  “  Ellesmere,” 
Crosby  Load  North,  Waterloo. 

Maternity. 

There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  district,  but  the 

Liverpool,  Bootle  and  Crosby  Hospitals  are  available. 

Mid  wives. 

There  are  three  Midwives  on  the  County  Council  Register  and 
practising  in  the  district.  There  are  no  Health  Visitors,  Nurses 
or  Midwives  employed  by  or  assisted  by  the  Local  Authority. 

General  Medical.  General  Surgical. 

These  cases  are  removed  to  the  General  Hospitals  of 
Liverpool,  Bootle  and  Waterloo. 

Children. 

The  above  Hospitals  are  used,  also  the  Liverpool  Children’s 
Hospital. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Patients  make  their  own  arrangements  with  the  Liverpool 
Voluntary  Hospitals. 

There  are  no  Poor  Law  or  other  Institutions  in  the  district. 
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Maternity  Mortality. 

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  investiga¬ 
tion  of  maternal  deaths,  and  cases  of  Puerperal  Never  or 
Puerperal  Pyrexia;  this  work  is  carried  out  by 'the  Lancashire 
County  Council. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  infectious  diseases  the  Motor  Ambulances  of  the 
City  of  Liverpool  and  West  Lancs.  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals. 

(b)  For  non-inf ectious  cases,  accident  and  maternity  cases 
the  Motor  Ambulances  of: — Lancashire  Public  Assistance  Com¬ 
mittee,  Merseyside  Hospitals  (Id.  in  the  £  Subscribers)  Ambu¬ 
lance,  and  the  Council  Ambulance,  joint  with  Crosby. 

Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

This  work  is  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

The  Clinic  is  situated  at  32  Linacre  Road,  Litherland,  and  pro¬ 
vides  for :  —

There  is  no  Artificial  Light  Clinic;  or  Institutional  provision 
for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or  homeless  children 
in  the  district. 


A  Day  Nursery  was  opened  on  April  10th,  1943,  to  accom¬ 
modate  50  children.  It  has  proved  a  success  and  met  a  war¬ 
time  need  of  some  urgency.  Consequently,  an  extension  was 
opened  >n  the  21st  June,  1944,  for  40  children.  The  Nursery 
is  open  from  Monday  to  Friday  at  7  a.m.  to  7  p.m.,  and  on 
Saturday  from  7  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  Children  of  the  age  of  6  months 
to  5  years  are  accepted. 


Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Two  District  Nurses  (Litherland  District  Nursing  Association) 
visit  on  request  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  by  arrangement 
with  the  District  Nursing  Association.  There  is  no  financial 
obligation  to  the  Council. 


Domestic  Home  Helps  Scheme. 

The  County  Council  have  delegated  their  powers  under  the 
above  Scheme  to>  the  Local  Authority.  Three  part-time  helpers 
have  been  engaged  during  the  year  to  give  assistance  to  maternity 
nurses,  and  to  persons  sick  or  infirm;  ten  cases  took  advantage 
of  the  Scheme  during  the  year,  against  five  in  1946. 
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The  Local  Authority  contributed  to  the  Merseyside  Hospitals 
(Id.  in  the  £  Scheme)  in  connection  with  the  Council  employees, 
also  to  the  Bootle  General  Hospital  and  the  Waterloo  General 
Hospital. 

Health  Education. 

Health  Posters  have  been  displayed,  and  frequently  changed, 
on  the  late  Empire  Marketing  Boards. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Sputum. — These  specimens  are  sent  direct  to  Lancashire 
County  Council  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners. 

Blood,  Throat  Swabs,  etc. — Sent  direct  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners  to  Liverpool  University,  Bacteriological  Department. 

Milk. — Ten  samples  were  submitted  to  Liverpool  Univer¬ 
sity. 


3.™ Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  City  of  Liverpool ;  the 
chief  source  is  Lake  Vyrnwy  in  Wales.  The  water  is  excellent 
in  quality,  and  there  is  a  constant  supply  for  all  purposes.  The 
number  of  houses  supplied  direct  from  the  public  mains  is 
approximately  5,251.  There  has  been  no  analysis  during  the 
year.  Complaints  of  discolouration  and  sediment  were  reported 
to  Liverpool  Corporation,  and  received  prompt  attention.  The 
whole  of  the  dwelling-houses  are  supplied  from  the  public  water 
mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

Drainage:  and  Sewage. 

The  sewage  (which  is  dealt  with  on  the  combined  system)  is 
discharged  without  treatment  into  the  Biver  Mersey. 

The  Bimrose  Brook  Drainage  Scheme  is  in  progress,  which 
in  time  should  ameliorate  conditions  in  the  lower  lying  part 
of  the  district,  which  are  subject  to  flooding. 

Bivers  and  Streams. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  to  check  pollution  of  rivers 
and  streams  and  no  new  works  have  been  established  to  cause 
pollution.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Fifty  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year;  10  Council 
houses  and  40  other  houses,  by  means  of  spraying  with  D.D.T. 
in  Zaldecide  and  sulphur  candles.  One  hundred  and  forty-one 
houses  were  disinfected  for  cockroaches,  fleas,  ants,  crickets, 
flies,  bees,  silver  fish  and  wood  lice. 

Snails  in  the  back  passages  were  treated  with  salt. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  supply  of  the  schools 
in  the  district  is  generally  satisfactory.  Insanitary  trough  closets 
at  one  school  have  been  reported  on  during  the  year.  The  schools 
have  been  disinfected  after  the  holidays.  There  was  no  closing 
of  schools  as  a  result  of  infection  during  the  year. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controlled  by 
Bye-laws  or  Regulations. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses ;  Houses  let  in 
Lodgings;  Tents,  Vans  or  Sheds,  or  Underground  Sleeping 
Rooms  in  the  district.

There  are  three  Tanneries  and  ten  Fish  and  Chip  Potato 
premises  in  the  district;  these  are  inspected  from  time  to  time.

4.— Housing.

There  were  399  houses  built  during  the  year ;  49  were 
temporary  houses,  and  136  B.I.S.F.  houses. 

Housing  Application  Forms,  1947. 

Housing  Application  Forms  for  Council  houses  are  continu¬ 
ally  being  received,  both  from  inside  and  outside  the  district. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  overcrowded  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  approximately  683,  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
overcrowding  reported  during  the  year  was  133,  and  288  cases 
of  overcrowding  have  been  relieved  during  the  year.  There  is 
still  a  serious  shortage  of  houses  for  all  classes  of  people  in  the 
district. 


5. — Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Cowsheds,  Dairies  ,  and  Milk  Shops  within  the  district 
are  periodically  inspected,  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to 
produce  clean  healthy  milk. 

Ten  samples  were  obtained  from  persons  selling  milk 
within  the  district,  and  sent  for  Bacteriological  examination. 

“Tubercle  Bacilli  ’’  was  negative  in  all  samples. 

Veterinary  inspections  are  carried  out  if  any  animal  is  sus¬ 
pected,  or  on  a  sample  of  milk  showing  Tubercle  Bacilli. 


Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst,  and  one  of  medicinal  paraffin;  all  samples  were  reported 
genuine.

Meat  and  Other  Foods.

6. — Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Disease. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-two  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
were  notified,  and  forty-seven  were  removed  to  Hospital  (see 
Tables  of  Notifiable  Diseases). 

Diphtheria  Immunization. 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria  has  been  undertaken  by 
the  Local  Authority;  this  is  done  at  the  County  Clinic,  Linacre 
Road,  Litherland,  by  arrangement  with  Private  Practitioners 
on  Friday  afternoon  during  school  time ;  354  cases  were  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  year,  each  receiving  two  injections  of  A.P.T. 

Immunization  against  Diphtheria  commenced  on  17th  May, 
1935;  during  this  period  4,669  cases  have  been  immunized  in 
the  district,  although  many  reside  outside  the  district.  393 
notifications  of  diphtheria  have  been  received,  and  of  these  only 
34  had  previously  been  inoculated. 

There  were  no  deaths  (see  chart  on  Immunization  in  front 
of  page  7)  from  diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

No  return  cases  were  discovered  during  the  year,  and  there 
were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever. 

Malaria. 

There  were  no  cases  during  the  year. 
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Enteric  Fever  (including  Para-Typhoid). 

There  was  one  case  of  Para- Typhoid  notified  during  the  year. 

Cancer. 

There  were  40  deaths  from  Cancer  ,19  males  and  21  females) 
during  the  year,  as  against  28  in  1946.  Private  Practitioners  and 
Patients  make  their  own  arrangements  with  the  Liverpool  City 
Hospitals  for  Badium  Treatment  if  necessary. 

Death  rate  from  Cancer  was  1'47. 

Prevention  of  Blindness. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 
Tuberculosis. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  in  respect  of  Tuberculosis 
employees  in  the  Milk  Trade,  or  to  Section  62,  Public  Health 
Act,  1925,  for  removal  to  hospital  of  infectious  persons  suffering 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

General. 

There  have  been  no  Primary  or  Be- Vaccinations  carried  out 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  close  the  schools  during  the 
year  on  account  of  sickness. 

There  have  been  no  reports  made  under  Article  17  (7) 
Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Begulations,  1935,  which 
refers  to  cases  of  Plague,  Cholera,  Smallpox,  or  any  serious  out¬ 
break  of  disease  in  the  district. 

Influenza. 

There  was  no  severe  Influenza  Epidemic  during  the  year. 
There  were  no  other  diseases  or  cases  of  sickness  which 
required  special  attention. 

Measles. 

Measles  showed  a  decrease  during  the  year,  174  cases  being- 
notified  as  against  199  in  1946. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Whooping  Cough  Prophylactic  and  Curative  Serum  has  been 
made  available  to  Medical  Practitioners  free  of  charge.  This  has 
resulted  in  arresting  the  progress  of  this  disease  and  shortening 
the  period  of  infectivity ;  91  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Scabies. 

Cases  in  diminishing  numbers  have  been  dealt  with  at  home 
during  the  year. 

Disinfection. 

There  were  127  rooms  in  84  houses  disinfected  during  the 
year  by  means  of  Formaldehyde  Vapour  and  Izal  (Sprayed)  after 
Infectious  Disease,  including  Tuberculosis.  Several  articles  wTere 
disinfected  at  the  Council's  Disinfector  (a  Washington  Lyons 
Type)  situated  in  the  Council’s  yard,  Field  Lane. 

There  is  no  arrangement  for  bathing  verminous  persons,  etc. 
Disinfestation  has  been  carried  out  at  fifty  houses.

Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  work  executed  in 
the  Health  Department  during  the  year  ending  3.1st  December, 
1947,  together  with  the  particulars  of  the  nuisances  abated  and 
improvements  effected  thereby. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT, 

NOTICES  SERVED,  Etc. 

During  the  year  4,926  inspections  and  re-inspections  were 
made  in  reference  to  complaints  and  housing. 

It  was  necessary  in  numerous  instances,  however,  to  inter¬ 
view  and  write  to  the  persons  concerned,  drawing  their  attention 
to  notices  which  had  not  received  prompt  attention. 

There  were  2,349  Preliminary  Notices  and  letters,  etc., 
referring  to  nuisances  and  general  dilapidations  served,  and  in 
due  course  complied  with. 

No  Abatement  Notices  were  served  during  the  year,  the 
work  having  been  complied  with  before  notice  was  served. 

Difficulties  owing  to  shortage  of  building  materials  are  being 
experienced,  which  cause  considerable  delay  in  the  execution  of 
repairs. 

INSPECTION  OF  THE  FOOD  SUPPLY.— The  food 
exposed  for  sale  in  the  district  has  been  inspected  from  time  to 
time.  Meat  shops  and  food  preparing  places  are  inspected 
periodically.  Any  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  are  examined. 

A  shopkeeper  was  warned  for  placing  vegetables  on  the 
pavement  in  front  of  the  shop,  risking  soiling  by  dogs. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. —  There  is  one  “private” 
slaughter-house  within  the  district  ;  three  goats  and  one  pig  were 
slaughtered  and  inspected  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year. 
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INSPECTION  OF  MEAT:  — 

Food  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption: — 6  cwts. 
0  qrs.  4  ibs. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS.—  Number 
of  cowkeepers  on  register,  1 ;  number  of  milk  shops  (other 
than  cowkeepers),  6;  IS  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 
On  the  whole  a  fairly  high  standard  of  cleanliness  is  main¬ 
tained,  and  the  health  of  the  cattle  is  satisfactory. 

Nine  supplementary  licences  were  issued  to  retail:  — 

(1)  “  Tuberculin  Tested  ”  Milk  (eight). 

(2)  “  Pasteurised  ’  Milk  (one). 

MILK  SAMPLES. — Ten  samples  were  taken  for  the  discov¬ 
ery  of  Tuberculosis  among  cattle  ;  all  samples  were  reported 
' ‘negative’ ’  to  the  biological  test.  Ninteen  samples  of  milk  were 
also  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  ;  all  samples  were 
reported  genuine. 

There  are  approximately  27  cows  kept  in  the  district. 

One  milk  vendor  was  warned  for  throwing  broken  empty  milk 
bottles  on  grass  verge.  One  shopkeeper  was  warned  for  blowing 
up  balloons  by  mouth. 

FISH  FRYING  SHOPS  and  WET  FISH  SHOPS.— 
Twenty-one  visits  were  paid  to  fish  frying  shops  and  wet  fish 
shops,  which  were  maintained  in  a  generally  satisfactory  con¬ 
dition. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. — Visits  have  been  made  where  black 
smoke  and  grit  have  been  excessive ;  interviews  between 
engineers  and  stokers  have  taken  place  and  advice  given  One 
firm  has  fixed  a  grit  arrester,-  at  an  approximate  cost  of  £2,500, 
resulting  in  the  removal  of  approximately  2  cwts.  of  grit  every 
twenty-four  hours. 

ASHPITS  TO  BIN  SYSTEM — The  approximate  number  of 
movable  ashbins  at  present  in  use  in  the  district  is  5,791. 
There  were  no  conversions  during  the  year. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS.— Fifty  houses  were 
disinfested  during  the  year  by  means  of  spraying  with  Zaldecide 
and  D.D.T.,  and  sulphur  candles.  Clothing  and  bedding  were 
taken  to  the  Council’s  steam  Disinfector.  The  whole  of  this  work 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  workmen. 

One  hundred  and  forty-one  houses  were  disinfested  for 
cockroaches,  fleas,  ants,  flies,  moths,  silver  fish,  bees  and  wood 
lice.  They  were  treated  with  Zaldecide  and  D.D.T.  successfully. 
Snails  in  the  back  passages  were  treated  with  salt.  Gammaxane 
powder  has  also  been  used  with  good  results. 

Three  dead  dogs  and  three  dead  cats  were  removed  during 
the  year. 
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The  tip  at  Brook  Yale  has  been  treated  tor  hies  three  times 
during  the  year.  Two  food  preparation  places  were  treated  for 
cockroaches  and  silver  fish. 

RATS  AN D  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT  (THE  INFESTA¬ 
TION  ORDER,  1943). — This  work  has  been  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Food's  Direction,  under  the 
Infestation  Order,  1945. 


RAT  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT  (THE  INFESTA¬ 
TION  ORDER,  1943). — The  County  Council  have  delegated  their 
powers  under  the  Act  to  the  Local  Authority;  one  operative  is 
employed  on  Rodent  Control,  with  assistance  from  the  Engineer’s 
Department  when  engaged  on  sewers. 

PRIVATE  DWELLINGS. — During  the  year  109  complaints 
of  rat  infestation  and  310  of  mice  infestation  were  received  and 
dealt  with.  The  treatment  carried  out  resulted  in  the  destruction 
of  approximately  468  rats  and  2,259  mice;  advice  was  also  given 
as  to  the  storage  of  food.

BUSINESS  PREMISES. — During  the  year  13  complaints 
of  rat  infestation  and  5  of  mice  infestation  were  received  and 
treated  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  instructions.  One  rat 
infestation  of  a  major  degree  was  reduced  to  a  minor  degree, 
and  after  further  treatment  was  cleared.  The  estimated  kill 
after  the  above  treatment  was  157  rats  and  223  mice. 


COUNCIL  PROPERTY. — The  treatment  of  rat  infestation 
on  Council  Property  included  the  Salvage  Depot  and  other  build¬ 
ings,  also  the  tip,  resulting  in  the  destruction  of  approximately 
402  rats. 


The  allotments  were  also  treated. 


SEWERS. — Two  sewer  treatments  were  earied  out  during 
the  year,  the  first  in  March  and  the  second  in  September.  An 
Inspector  of  the  Ministry  visited  the  district  whilst  treatment 
was  in  progress  and  satisfied  himself  that  the  work  was  being 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  instructions,  thus 
enabling  the  Local  Authority  to  receive  assistance  from  the 
Ministry. 

The  estimated  kill  after  the  first  treatment  was  108  rats, 
and  after  the  second  treatment  72  rats.

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TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS.— There  is  no  recognised 
camping  site  in  the  district,  but  caravan  dwellers  will  persist  in 
drawing  in  on  to  the  waste  land  in  the  district,  in  particular  the 
land  between  Hawthorne  Road  and  Orrell  Road.  The  Caravan 
dwellers  have  been  visited  regularly  in  company  with  the  Police, 
who  have  given  valuable  assistance  in  keeping  them  under  obser¬ 
vation  until  removed. 

SUPERVISION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.— Eighty- 
two  visits  were  paid  to  houses  where  Infectious  Diseases  had 
occurred,  and  the  necessary  enquiries  made  into  each  case,  also 
a  sanitary  survey  was  made  of  the  premises,  notices  served  where 
necessarv  for  various  defects,  and  work  carried  out,  and  25  re- 
visits  were  paid  to  ensure  that  the  work  was  carried  out.  The 
schools  have  been  thoroughly  disinfected  during  the  year.  The 
head  teachers  have  been  notified  regarding  children  attending  the 
schools  where  infectious  disease  had  occurred,  also  after  disin¬ 
fection. 

The  Nursery  has  also  been  disinfected  after  minor  infectious 
disease. 

Fx4CTORIES  ACT,  1937. — Ninety-eight  visits  and  re-visits 
were  made  to  factories  during  the  year.  Repairs  to  W.C.’s,  drains, 
water  supply,  floors,  ventilation  and  rain-water  pipes,  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  The  larger  factories  find  employ¬ 
ment  for  approximately  3,162  persons. 

OUTWORiKERS. — Visits  were  made  to  premises  where  out¬ 
workers  were  engaged;  the  premises  were  found  to-  be  satisfactory. 

SALVAGE. 

WASTE  FOOD. — During  the  year  47  tons  1  cwt.  2  qrs.  of 
food  were  collected  and  disposed  of  to  pig  dealers. 

WASTE  PAPER-. — During  the  year  53  tons  12  cwts.  3  qrs. 
of  waste  paper  were  baled  and  collected  for  pulping. 

MISCELLANEOUS. — During  the  year  approximately  20 
tons  of  Metal,  Rags,  Sacking,  Bones  and  Rubber  were  collected 
and  disposed  of.
